W a s h in g t o n , September I7th.—In his 
efforts to make party capital out of inter­ 
national difficulties the President has got­ 
ten him self into a very tight place. The 
passage of the Chinese exclusion bill to­ 
day in the Senate has placed that trouble­ 
some m atter entirely in the hands ot the 
Chief Executive. H aviug given his appro­ 
val to this extreme measure, he caunot 
consistently refuse to sign it, and yet there 
are quite a num ber of Pacific slope Con­ 
gressmen who express considerable doubt 
as to w hether the bill will be approved. At 
the State Departm ent there is no doubt ex 
pressed as to the condition of the treaty. 
They say that the treaty has not been re­ 
jected at all, and that it has not been acted 
upon in any way. 
The passage of the bill was owing to a 
change of base on the part of Senator 
Stockbridge. On Friday he voted for the 
reconsideration, and turned around to-day 
and voted against the motion of Senator 
Blair. As the motion was lost but by one 
vote, it would have been carried had Sena­ 
tor Stockbridge held to his action of F ri­ 
day. 
The refusal of the Senate to reconsider 
came as quite a surprise. W hile it was 
generally adm itted that the vote would be 
a close one, yet Sherm an’s speech was ex­ 
pected to save the Senate from such hasty 
action when in possession of the positive 
assurance of the State D epartm ent that the 
Chinese had not as yet had tim e to con­ 
sider the treaty, m uch less reject it. 


CO NG RESSIO NAL PR O C EED IN G S. 


T he S en ate. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 17th.—In the 
Senate Mitchell introduced a bill to reduce 
letter postage to one cent an ounce. 
Laid 
on the table. 
H e also gave notice that he would on 
Thursday subm it some rem arks on the m o­ 
tion to refer the President’s annual mes­ 
sage. 
Sherm an offered a resolution directing 
the Committee on Foreign Relations to in ­ 
quire into and report at the next session of 
Congress the state of the relations of the 
U nited States with Great Britain and Can­ 
ada, w ith such measures as are expedient 
to promote a friendly commercial and po­ 
litical intercourse, the committee to have 
leave to sit during the recess of Congress. 
He asked that the resolution lie over till 
io-morrow, and said he would then ad­ 
dress the Senate briefly on it. 
H oar offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, instructing the Committee on F i­ 
nance to inquire as to the cotton-bagging 
trust aud what legislation was necessary to 
counteract it. 
The hour of 1 o’clock having arrived the 
Senate proceeded to vote on B lair's motion 
to reconsider the vole passing the Chinese 
exclusion bill. 
The motion was rejected—yeas 20, nays 
21. So the bill rem ains passed, and now 
goes to the President for his approval. The 
vote was as follow s:

The House bill to enlarge the powers 
and duties of the Departm ent of Agricult­ 
ure and to create an executive departm ent 
to be known as the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, was taken up, the question being 
on an am endm ent striking out Section 5, 
which transfers the W eather Bureau of the 
Signal Service Office to the Departm ent of 
Agriculture. 
In the course of the debate— participated 
in by Senators Butler, Palm er, Call, Dawes 
and Plum b—the latter described the com­ 
petition which American agriculturists met 
and would continue to meet in the m arkets 
ot the world from South America, India 
and 
Africa, and 
declared his 
belief 
that 
unless 
the 
existiug 
conditions 
were changed, and m arkedly changed, 
In d ia wheat would sell in the" New York 
m arket in five years, duty paid, in compe­ 
tition with American wheat. 
It was there­ 
fore desirable that the President should 
have in his Cabinet a man who represented 
the great agricultural interests 
of 
the 
country, and it was necessary to diversify 
agriculture and to look more to the home 
m arket rather than to a foreign m arket. 
In this connection he favored the encour­ 
agement of the production of sugar from 
sorghum and beets. 
W ithout action the bili was laid aside 
till to-morrow and the Senate adjourned. 


T h e H ou se. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 17th.—Cox of 
New Y ork was elected Speaker pro tern., to 
act during the absence of Carlisle. 
The House bill to transfer to the State of 
Louisiana possession of a certain tract of 
land for quarantine purposes was passed. 
Morrill of Kansas offered a resolution 
reciting that grave charges of official mis­ 
conduct against the Sioux Indian Commis­ 
sion have appeared in the public press, and 
calling on the Secretary of the Interior tor 
information as to w hether there is any 
foundation for ihese charges, and directing 
him to ascertain w hether undue intluences 
have been used to secure the signatures of 
Indians to the treaty. 
Referred. 
Dingley of Maine offered a resolution call­ 
ing on the President for inform ation as to 
w hether the rights of American fishermen 
have been violated 
by 
the 
Canadian 
authorities w ithin the past year, and if so, 
w hether he has retaliated, as he had 
authority to do, under the Act of March 
3,1887. Referred. 
O’Neill of Missouri offered a resolution 
assigning a day for the consideration ot 
labor legislation, and moved its reference 
to the Committee on Labor. 
The vote resulted 54 to 37 in favor of 
' O’Neill's motion, but B lcunt of Georgia 
m ade the point of no quorum . 
Thereupon Forney of Alabama inter­ 
rupted the proceedings by calling up the 
conference report on the sundry civil bill, 
but yielded to Kelley of Pennsylvania, who 
offered a resolution broadening the scope 
of the investigation now in progress as to 
the new Library building, so as to direct 
the special committee to inquire w hether 
any member of Congress has sought, by 
undue influence, to secure the acceptance 
by the Architect of any material, and 
w hether any member has endeavored to 
cause the removal of Architect Smith- 
meyer from his position, or to deprive him 
of any of his powers or duties, for the rea­ 
son that Sm ithm eyer has refused to act as 
requested by such members. 
Taulbee of Kentucky asked consent to 
offer an am endm ent authorizing the com­ 
m ittee to inquire w hether any member has 
used im proper or corrupt influence to re­ 
tain Mr. Sm ithm eyer in his position, or has 
endeavored to divert attention from the in- 
vestigstion or proceeding in which Sm ith­ 
meyer is involved, or to intim idate the 
comm ittee or any m em ber now engaged in 
investigating the construction of the Li­ 
brary building. 
Kelley 
declined 
to 
accept Taulbee's 
amendm ent, but accepted one offered by 
Springer, directing the committee to re­ 
port its conclusions w ithin two weeks. 
The resolution was then adopted. 
Forney came forward w ith his confer­ 
ence report, bat O’Neill of Missouri raised 
th e point of order that even such a privi­ 
leged report could not be presented when 
the House was dividing on his motion to 
refer the labor resolution to the Committee 
on Labor, and his point of order having 
been sustained the tellers resumed their 
places for an hour. The tellers stood at 
their posts patiently waiting for a quorum . 
Various propositions were subm itted to 
break the deadlock in which the House 
found itself, but there was objection to each 
one. A motion to adjourn was voted down 
—yeas 37, nays 92. 


O'Neill then asked unanim ous consent 
to have the labor bill made the special or­ 
der for W ednesday week, im m ediately 
after the reading of the journal, w ith a 
night session if necessary. 
To this there was an objection, aud the 
House adjourned.

About a dozen times iu the last three 
m onths efforts have been made to legislate 
for labor, and in every instance they have 
been fought by the Democrats, and in not 
a single instance have the Republicans op­ 
posed them .

The best oatmeal of to-day, 
thanks to American ingenuity, is not only 
nutritious, but when properly made is very 
palatable. 
Children learu "to like it very 
quickly when it is presented in thÍ3 pala­ 
table form, and if they become accustomed 
to begin each day with a dish of the best 
oatmeal they will be laying the foundation 
for a good digestive organization. 
As there are many who are incredulous 
about the possibility of oatmeal l>eing 
palatable, I subjoin the following hint of 
Mrs. Rorer upon the subject, which appears 
in an earlier issue of Table T a lk: 
“ P u t four tablespoonfuLs of finest qual­ 
ity of Irish oatmeal, with one quart of 
cold water, into a double boiler; add a 
teaspoonfdl of salt, and stir for a moment 
to mix. 
Stand it over a brisk fire and 
boil w ithout stirring for two hours, or un­ 
til the meal lias consumed the water, and 
the mass has a thick jellylike appearance; 
push it to the back part of the range, 
where it will steam over night. 
In the 
morning bring the water in the under 
boiler to a b o il; then turn the oatmeal 
carefully into a large, deep dish. 
Do not 
stir or scrape with a spoon. 
If properly 
cooked, it will turn out like boiled rice, 
each grain swollen four times its normal 
size, and no two sticking together.

warm with sugar and whipped cream, or 
w ith plain, thick, sweet cream.— September 
Table Talk.

would be confined to the persons accused 
and the charges and allegations made in 
O’Donnell trial. 
It was decided the Times 
should begin the action. 
8ir Charles Russell’s application for pho­ 
tographs of the letters alleged to have been 
written by Parnell, was granted. 
Russell further ssked the Commissioner 
to send a Commission to America to taU 
evidence. H e next requested Dillon’s re­ 
lease that he m ight be enabled to prepare 
his evidence. 
Referring to the documents 
said to be in the hands of the Times, he 
said he particularly wished to see the Egan- 
H arris letter, which he pronounced a for­ 
gery. The Times' attorneys said they were 
w.liing to produce all the letters in their 
possession, but objected to an order for the 
discovery of documents. 
Graham opened the case for the Times. 
After a review of the history of tbe " Par- 
nellism aud Crime ” articles he said it was 
now asked that the Times state whence it 
had derived its information, but it it di­ 
vulged the sources of information the ob 
ject of the Commission m ight be defeated, 
and its iuqnisitorial character lost. 
Russell insisted tbat the case should not 
proceed until the Commission decided the 
question as to the production of all the 
documents in possession of ihe Times. 
Judge H annen asked, assuming that the 
Commission thought they had jurisdiction 
to order the discovery of the documents, 
w hat restrictions Russell would claim ? 
Sir Charles stated he wanted to know if 
the Times charged Parnell or his associates 
w ith complicity in the Phoenix P ark m ur­ 
ders. 
Graham replied that the Times would 
produce evidence to substantiate all the 
charges made in the articles on "Parnellism 
and Crime.” 
H annen said the Commission having 
considered tbe question as to w hether it 
was empowered to order the discovery of 
the documents, it was of the opinion it had 
power to direct such discovery. 
The Court thought the details against the 
persons the Times accused ought to be 
given. The Court had determ ined to enter 
thoroughly into the inquiry and follow it 
to the end. 
Sir Charles Russell's application for a 
Commission to exam ine Patrick Egan in 
the United States has been refused. If 
Patrick Egan testifies in England he will 
receive a certificate of indem nity.

BOTH SIDES SCORE POINTS.

Sir Charles Russell demanded the pro­ 
duction of all the other letters connected 
with the inquiry that are in tbe possession 
of the Times. This wide dem and has been 
met by arranging for the inspection of only 
those ietters ttiat m ay b e specified by the 
Parnellites’ counsel. 
The Parnellites again scored in getting 
the Court to instruct the Times to formulate 
the definite charges it is prepared to prove, 
as well as the allegations falling short of 
definite charges. 
The decision relating to the discovery 
of documents, combined with the Court’s 
expression of its determ ination to m ake a 
thorough inquiry into the whole matter, 
tends in favor of the Times. 
The first result of the decision was Gra­ 
ham ’s getting power of access to the bank 
books of the League, involving the right to 
inspect the accounts and m inutes of both 
the Land and National 
Leagues. 
The 
Court’s declaration that the widest scope 
will be given to the inquiry opens up an 
interm inable vista of contention. 
The question of the appointm ent of a 
Commission to examine Egan and others 
in America was only touched upon. 
It 
will be raised definitely when the Commis­ 
sion resumes. Probably the suggestion of 
Graham, that Egan come to London, will 
be opposed.

JUDGE TERRY’S PETITION. 


I). S. Terry’s petition to the United 
States Circuit Court for the revocation of 
the ordei committing him to prison for 
six months for contempt of Court has been 
denied. The occasion of the commitment 
to jail has been referred to, and the offense 
of which Terry was guilty fully detailed 
in these columns. 
The application of Judge Terry to be 
released is almost as remarkable as the 
riginal offense. 
The petition he tiled 
embraced the usual disclaimer that he in­ 
tended any contempt of Court. 
In the 
case of a layman such a disclaimer would 
have great weight and be accepted as an 
evidence of contrition. 
But in this case it 
very properly counted for little, as Terry 
is an old jurist, and was bound by the 
ethics of his profession to stricter account­ 
ability than a mere litigant at the bar of a 
Court. 
Moreover, Judge Terry attempted 
o justify himself by setting out in his pe­ 
tition that he did not strike the United 
States Marshal until the latter “ had vio­ 
lently assaulted his (Terry’s) wife." This 
was the rock upon which Judge Terry’s 
petition went to wreck. 
For it is the testi­ 
mony of all who were present that the 
Court ordered the Marshal to remove the 
wife from 
the Court room, and 
that 
Terry heard the order made. lie knew 
perfectly well that when the Marshal 
approached 
Mrs. 
Terry 
he 
was do­ 
ing his duty and obeying the order 
of the Court, and was not assaulting 
Mrs. Terry. The person of a wife who 
is an offender is not so sacred that no one 
must touch her but her husband. 
Mrs. 
Terry was grossly assailing a tr ibunal oí 
the United States in language of the most 
bitter character, and refusing to cease 
her tongue-lashing, or be seated when 
commanded, the Marshal approached to 
remove her as ordered; she was then a 
common offender as would have been an 
unmarried woman under 
like circum­ 
stances, and her husband well knew that 
he had no right to intercept the Marshal 
and resist him in carrying out the order 
of the Court. 
The decision of the Circuit Court de­ 
nying .Judge Terry’s petition declares— 
and no man knows this better than Judge 
Terry—that the forcible resistance and 
beating of a United States Marshal while 
executing the order of a Court of the 
nation— 
“ was the highest possible indignity to the Gov­ 
ernment. when tlie flag of tije country is fired 
upon and insulted, it is not the injury to the 
bunting, the linen or silk on which the stars 
and stripes are stamped which startles and im­ 
presses the country. It is the indignity and in­ 
sult to the emblem of the nation’s majesty which 
stirs every heart and makes every patriot eager 
to resent them. So the forcible resistance to 
an officer of the United ¡states in the execution 
of the process, orders and judgments of their 
Courts is iu like manner, an indignity and in­ 
sult to th e power and authority of the Govern­ 
m ent which can neither be overlooked nor ex­ 
tenuated.” 
That is the whole case in a nut shell. 
Terry in assaulting the Marshal Insulted 
the Court representing the majesty of the 
Government of the United States, and 
outraged the people whose safeguard and 
defense for life, property and liberty that 
Court is. J udge Terry, as the Court says, 
while asking for a dispensation of mercy, 
manifests no apologetic spirit, for he ex­ 
presses no regret for his conduct, terms 
the viturperative language used hv his 
wife as “ indiscreet,” refers to his deadly 
bowie knife as “ a small sheath knife,” 
and actually defends his conduct in beat­ 
ing the United States Marshal, by declar­ 
ing that his wife was unnecessarily as­ 
saulted. 
The Court reviews with incisiveness all 
the facts, points out that Judge Terry 
came into Court armed and therein vio­ 
lated the law and committed an outrage 
upon professional propriety and rendered 
himself liable to be disbared. 
It con­ 
cludes : 


Therefore, considering the enormity of the 
offenses committed an a the position the peti­ 
tioner once held in thisState, which aggravates 
them to a degree not imputable to the gener­ 
ality of offender-, the Court, with a proper re­ 
gard to its own dignity, the majesty of the law, 
and the necessity of impressing upon all men 
that forcible resistance to the lawful orders of 
the Conn of the United States will not go uu- 
punished, however high the offeuding parties, 
cannot grant the prayer of the petitioner : and 
it is accordingly denied. 
Terry will have no sympathy from men 
who believe that the perpetuity of free 
institutions depends upon respect for and 
enforcement of the laws by and upon the 
people who make them, and above whom 
there is no sujierior earthly authority. 
He and his wife committed offenses for 
which the extension of mercy would be 
more than an error—it would well-nigh 
amount to an admission by the Court that 
its order was indefensible, and the unparal- 
elled “contempt” of such a mild and 
ordinary character as to merit bat gentle 
treatment. 
It certainly was not con­ 
sidered by the Court, but it is a fact 
the people do not forget, that Mrs. Terry 
not long before the disgraceful scene in 
Court, assaulted one of its Judges in a 
public car, and grossly abused him by 
seizing the aged jurist by the hair and 
with violence pulling it, while her hus­ 
band, according to her own statemeut, ex­ 
ercised no other restraint than to expostu­ 
late with her when she announced her in­ 
tention to assault the aged man. 
Xor did 
her husband have the sense of manly pro­ 
priety to express to the victim of the as­ 
sault his humiliation at the scene and the 
regret he ought to have felt. 
Terry and his wife are well punished, 
and their appeal for sympathy has in it 
nothing whatever to inspire merciful re­ 
sponse. The Court, in refusing to remit 
the severity of the sentence, has done the 
right thing and taught offenders that who­ 
ever they may be they must respect the 
nation’s tribunals. 


A QUESTION OF FEOTES!. 


The brilliant evening dullness across the 
way, remarking upon the R ecord-U nion’s 
suggestion th at Sacramento cannot afford 
another season of unchecked vice like that 
of the last fortnight, charges that during 
its prevalence this journal uttered no pro­ 
test against U. 
The fact in this instance, 
as is usually the case with our neighbor, is 
that the statement would be correct if re­ 
versed. 
Our unreliable contemporary ut 
tered no word of protest or rebuke, while 
the R e c o rd -U n io n did. 
It stated during 
th e carnival of law-breaking the fact, and 
coupled with it the protest. Thus, in one 
article, it spoke of “ the immoral 
i- 


tions in Sacramento, and for which no m e 
apologizes and every self-respecting man 
abhors.” 
In anotherfit refers to “ the shameless 
violation of the law ” in the matter of 
gaming, and in rebuking a San Francisco 
journal for an assault upon the women of 
Sacramento, the R ecord-Union spoke of 
“ the prevalence of gaming and the pres­ 
ence of a large delegation of thieves, cut­ 
throats, rounders, blacklegs and the like, 
for whose miserable existence Sacramento 
—thank God—is in no wise responsible.” 
The R ecord-Union also said, in speak­ 
ing of the saturnalia of vice: 
That other cities of the Stute should vomit 
upon the Capital City during fair weeks, or anv 
other time, the scum or any part ot their crimi­ 
nal or vicious elements, and that they should 
command sufficient influence to paralyze the 
arm of the law, is deplorable, unpardonable 
and disgraceful. We think this people have 
come to that conclusion with an emphasis that 
will prevent hereafter the trading of decency 
lor the dollar, no m atter-who attempts it in 
their name. 
In another article, printed while the 
fair was in progress, as were the extracts 
above printed, the R ecord-Uniox re­ 
ferred to the fact that San Francisco 
spewed the vicious element upon Sacra­ 
mento, and said: 
There is not a blackleg, a thief, a short-card 
gambler, a loafer or cut throat who has come to 
Sacramento in the past ten or tweive days who 
Wits not cast up from the hells and purlieus of 
the metropolis. 
If the evening sheet during the fair ut­ 
tered a single word of protest against the 
violation of the law, or made any expres­ 
sion concerning it, except to state locally 
that the running of games was unre­ 
stricted, it has escaped our attention, 
and we will do even the pai>er ovt r 
the way the justice to record the fact if it 
will point it out. 


PRECINCT REGISTERS. 


T he S upervisors O rd e r T h em —O pinion of 
th e A tto rn ey -G en eral. 
The Board of Supervisors were in session 
all day yesterday, and discussed at length 
the question of having precinct registers 
for use at the coming election. The result 
was that the County Clerk was ordered to 
go on and prepare the precinct registers in 
accordance with the order of the Board 
passed several weeks ago. County Clerk 
Hamilton had asked the Attomey-t leneral 
for an opinion on the subject, and yester­ 
day received the following reply, which 
was placed before the Board of Supervisors 
before they took action: 
THE ATTOBNEY-GENEEAL's OPINION.

IV. B. Hamilton, Esq., Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors, Sacramento—Deak Sir : Understand­ 
ing from you that the Board of Supervisors of 
Sacramento county desire my opiuion in refer­ 
ence to the matters named herein, I have to 
say that your Board may by order provide for 
the pre¡iaraiion and distribution of either town­ 
ship registers or precinct registers for each 
township, as they may determine best ; ami if 
they determine to have such precinct registers, 
it must be borne in mind that they should be 
for each township, so that the order may work 
generally in respect to all the townships. This 
is obviously the meaning of Section 1113, Politi­ 
cal Code. The language is, each tounship, not 
any township. But li a township has not more 
than 350 qualified electors of the county resi­ 
dent therein, it is not necessary to precinct it. 
The township, in such a case, may constitute a 
precinct. 
Section 1115 determines that not 
less than a specified num ber of registers 
.shall be primed—that is to say, whether 
m ere 
be 
such 
precinct registers or not. 
Of Section 1116 only subdivisions first, third and 
fourth, apply to Sacramento county. 
As these 
subdivisions, however, embody a general law 
applicable to all counties of the first class, I 
think the words of the section, “such copies of 
the. Great Register or ward or township regis­ 
ter,” include the precinct registers for each 
tb l n vn nntir.noH in dnniin.. via.'* 


AN IMPORTANT LOCAL QUESTION. 


In another column appears a second let­ 
ter from Judge II. O. Beatty upon the 
question of local water supply. The state­ 
ments made by the correspondent in these 
two public communications, are certainly 
of such importance and positiveness as to 
command inquiry and investigation. 
He 
alleges a well-known fact, when he states 
that greater power is required proportion­ 
ately to force water through small than 
through large pipes. 
Thus, if water is 
pushed through a 20-inch pipe on the 
level one mile, at the rate of six feet per 
second, it requires a pressure equal to a 
column thirty-four feet in height. 
But 
if there is given a 36-inch pipe the demand 
is for a pressure equal to a column of 
water but two feet in height to deliver 
the same quantity of water. So it is 
known to all that when we pass above 
Tentli or Twelfth streets, the city fire 
engines can 
take more water than a 
hydrant can supply, because the pressure 
is unequal, widely varying between a point 
near the Waterworks and one a mile 
distant. 
But with 
a main equal to 
the 
capacity 
of 
the 
pumps 
the 
pressure will be 
very nearlv equal­ 
ized. 
It 
amounts 
to 
this, 
then, 
that a reputable correspondent, who knows 
of what he treats, alleges that the city does 
not need new pumping machinery, since 
that it now has is equal to supplying 
all the water 60,000 people demand, if only 
the mains for a proper distance are en­ 
larged ; that this can be demonstrated 
according to well-known hydraulic laws, 
and that the demonstration can be easilv 
made, and to the satifaction of those now 
expert in hydraulics as well as to hydraulic 
engineers. Such direct statements, charg­ 
ing that we are pursuing an uneconomic 
method whereby we use undue quantities 
of fuel and waste the power we now have, 
instead of employing it all in delivering 
water, ought to have the consideration of 
the city officials. 
They should not be put 
aside upon the dictum of anyone, but ought 
to be examined into, and, if sound, should 
be admitted and action taken accordingly. 


Th e United States Senate yesterday re­ 
fused by a vote of 20 to 21 to reconsider 
the vote by which the new Chinese restric­ 
tion bill was passed, and it now goes to the 
President for his approval, 
lie cannot* 
certainly clap one of his accustomed vetoes 
upon it, for it is understood to have been 
an administration measure. 
Yet it is 
known that since the bill went to the Sen­ 
ate the administration influence has been 
cast in favor of burying it by reference to 
a standing committee, a process to which 
it was not subjected in the House, for cam­ 
paign reasons. 
If lie should refuse to sign 
it, it will intensify the anti-Chinese senti­ 
ment and make the campaign awkward fori 
the Democracy. 
lie will, therefore, sign 
the hill and thus put an effectual end to 
any further treating with China concern­ 
ing immigration, except upon a basis sim­ 
ilar to that in the bill. 
Yet we are told 
in the dispatches this morning that the 
treaty lately made has not been rejected. 
It follows that the administration nego­ 
tiated a treaty, and, while it awaited ratifi­ 
cation by the foreign 
power, pushed 
through legislation offensive to the treaty. 
This may be statesmanship, but it is of an 
order new and dangerous.

township mentioned in Section 1113. 
I come now to the next section o! the Political 
Code bearing upon your inquiry. Section lit:*. 
This section is in respect to posting the regis­ 
ters, and the language used is “copies of the 
Groat Register of the comity as last printed.” 
There does not appear anywhere any very plain 
direction that the precinct registers for each 
township shall be posted, except in subdivision 
one of section 1116, which requires the posting 
of one copy in some public piace iu the Court­ 
house, but they are required to be distributed 
and so many delivered to each Board of Elec­ 
tion iu the county. Ot course, this m atter of 
posting was entirely with the Legislature to de­ 
termine, aud the proper construction of Section 
lift* as to Dostiug presents the greatest difficulty 
n the case. 
1 The question then occurs, what is meant bv 
the language of Section 1143 as to posting " uo't 
less than four printed copies of the Great Regis­ 
ter of the county as last printed?” It may be 
clti-Tcd that precii.t registers for each township 
would not do for potting on account of the con­ 
cluding words of the section : “ Except in the 
citv aud county of San Francisco, wherein not 
less thau four printed copies of the register of 
the ward shall be so posted,” and that this ex­ 
press exception nullifies the idea that precinct 
registers lor each township would do for posting 
in Sacramento county. 
But it must be remem­ 
bered that precinct registers, formerly ward reg­ 
isters, are required by law for Sau Francisco, 
while precinct registers for each township, in- 
itead of copies of the Great Register or 
instead oí township registers, m ayor may not 
be required, as the Board of {supervisors of Sac­ 
ramento county may determine. I think, tta<*e- 
fore, the words iu Section 1149 “Be.'ore opennig 
the polis the Board must post, in some separate 
convenient places, easy of access, not less than 
lour printed copies ot the Great Register of the 
county, as last printed,'’ mean copies of the re­ 
spective precinct registers, as last printed, if 
the Board determine to have precinct registers. 
Section 1149 took eflect July tí, 1S74, but Section 
111:;, as amended, tookellect April 1G, 1SS0. The 
latter is the latest law on the subject, and where 
it says that “the Board of any county may, by 
order, provide for the preparation and dis­ 
tribution of township or precinct registers for 
each township, instead of copies of the Great 
Register, ’ the words “preparation and distribu­ 
tio n ’ include the posting, and Section 1149 is 
complied with if not less than four printed con­ 
ies of such precinct registers, if ordered, as 
last printed, aie posted 
in proper places 
be lore 
opening 
the 
polls, 
that 
is 
to 
say, in 
each 
particular 
precinct, 
four 
such copies oí that panfcular precinct register. 
In this way the difierent sections of the Code 
above cited are harmonized; otherwise it must 
be concluded that the Legislature has failed to 
carry out its idea ot precinct registration. Kent 
says : “It is an established rule in the exposi­ 
tion of statutes that the intention of the Legis­ 
lature is to be deduced frota a view of the whole 
and of every part of a statute taken and com­ 
paro! together. The real intention, when ac­ 
curately ascertained, will always prevail over 
the literal sense of the terms.’ When the ex­ 
pression in a statute is special or particular, but 
the reason is general, the expression should be 
deemed general.” Again; “The reason and 
intention of the law given will control the strict 
letter of the law. where the latter would lead to 
palpable injustice, contradiction aud absurdity.” 
In coming to the foregoing conclusion, 1 have 
aimed only to interpret the different sections, 
which at first glance seem somewhat inhar­ 
monious, but wbat effect, if anv, some practical 
deviation from my conclusions might have cu 
the legality of the election I have not examined 
into, and indeed could not examine into iu the 
tune allowed me. Very truly yours,

THE EXPERIMENTAL STATION. 


I ts Success A s -u rm — S acram en to M er­ 
c h an ts E v e r tq th e F ro n t. 
The Regents of the University of Cali­ 
fornia have located, under authority <.f a 
law of Congress, a Government experi­ 
mental Station 
near Jackson, Amador 
county. It is intended as a station for the 
entire foothill region of the State, where 
experiments in soil and the adaptability of 
different vines and fruits can be made. The 
station is in no sense n local benefit to 
the people of Jackson, but in ord*-r to 
secure its location in that neighborhood 
the people of 
that section guaranteed 
to do certain things. Thev agreed to se­ 
cure the land necessary and to defray the 
expense of erecting the buildings necessary 
to carry on tr.e work. The citizens of

PERNICIOUS PRACTICES. 


N eed ed R efo rm s in O ur M u n icip al C ou rts 
P o in ted O u t. 
It is contem plated by our Penal Codes 
and all pi oceedings thereunder, that no cost 
or expense shall attach to a person accused 
of crim e until after conviction and j udtr- 
m ent. N otw ithstanding this plain intend­ 
ment, there are m any charges exacted from 
defendants, though innocent of any crime. 
For years Justices of the Peace have de­ 
m anded and collected from defendants 
whom they adm it to bail the sum of $2 for 
said bonds. This is not w ithin the intent 
or spirit of our statute ucon crim inal pro­ 
cedure. Section 26 of the “ Act to regu­ 
late the fees of office,” etc., passed March 5, 
1870, and now in force, provides that Ju s­ 
tices shall receive $3 for all services and 
proceedings in any crim inal action, w hether 
on trial or an exam ination. 
Now an order adm itting to bail and bail 
bond is certainly a proceeding either upon 
trial or exam ination. Under Section 1271, 
the defendant in all cases, other than capi­ 
tal, is entitled to bail as a m atter of right. 
In certain cases on appeal the m atter oí ad­ 
m itting to bail is in the Court’s discretion. 
Of course, in cases where our city Justices 
collect this am ount it goes into the county 
treasury. The point is : have these officers 
a right to exact this sum from an accused 
person ? 
In the Police Court for m any vears there 
has been a practice of collecting's 1 for hail 
bonds and since the present Clerk came in, 
$2. In m any cases this works a great hard­ 
ship on poor people who happen to be 
brought before the Court upon frivolous 
and often unfounded charges. This fee is 
called one of the Police Court Clerk’s per­ 
quisites—and if he has the right to collect 
$2 he can take $10. On exam ination of 
the Act creating the office of Clerk of the 
Police Court in this city—passed A pril 2, 
1866—we find all his compensation lim ited 
to $2 50 on each case where the fine is paid, 
and he can receive no other fees or costs. 
In the m atter of bail bonds, however, the 
Clerk seeks to justify his claim to fees of 
$1 or $2 on the ground that he m akes out 
the bond. As said in regard to Justices of 
the Peaoe, is not a bail bond one of the 
proceedings in a crim inal action? A nd if 
the Clerk charges for services in drafting 
the bond, does he not to that extent be­ 
come a counsel for the defense. It is cer­ 
tain that the law does not authorize any 
such charge, and the Police Judge in his 
Court is the only proper party to accept 
bail or justify sureties. (Section'1280, Penal 
Code.) 
Under the Act of April 2, 18G6, the 
Clerk can only act in behalf of the Judge. 
If the Clerk can exact fees so can the Court, 
but this is absolutely inhibited by law. 
Certainly the Clerk cannot do what the 
Judge is prohibited from doing. 
It is no argum ent in favor of a very bad 
custom, that the Police Court Clerk m ust 
have a living and that those bond fees are 
necessary to that end. W ith equal right 
and equal propriety the Clerk m ight exact 
a charge for every w arrant that is issued 
by )*m, or oath adm inistered upon com­ 
plaints. 
In the Superior Court in all crim inal ac­ 
tions all process, including bail bonds, is 
free to the defendant. There is a charge of 
$5 in each criminal case in favor of the 
County Clerk, against the county, but no 
charges of any nature against" the de­ 
fendant. 
It seems passing strange that this per­ 
nicious and unlawful tax continues against 
poor, unfortunate creatures, who are fre­ 
quently 
forced into Court on trifling 
charges. 
It is not right in any case, and 
should be at once abolished by order of 
the Conrt. 
And if the Clerk is to be paid 
extra fees, let it be by some proper and 
lawful nfeans. 
There is another abuse which has grown 
into a custom, that of collecting costs from 
a defendant afie.r a case has been dismissed, 
or rather in dismissing cases on paym ent 
of costs. Section 14-17 of she Pfenal* Code 
provides that when a defendant is acquitted, 
eithgr by the Court or by a jury, he m ust 
im m ediately be discharged, and when the' 
Court decrees a prosecution malicious he 
m ay tax costs against the prosecutor. In 
uo case is there any law for taxing a de­ 
fendant who hij3 been or is about to be ac­ 
quitted or discharged with any costs. It is 
the same hum ane spirit all "through our 
Penal Cede, that no costs or expense shall 
attach to a defendant until he has been 
lawfully convicted. 
The same rule obtains in all m atters per­ 
taining to the trial of habeas corpus. No 
charges are made by any judicial, executive 
or ministerial officer. A glance at Sections 
520 and 521 of the Penal Code, w hich pro­ 
vide that any person who commits extor­ 
tion under a color of official right is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, m ight be instructive. " 


T h e N a tio n a l G uard. 
The biennial report of Adjutant-General 
Orton has just been printed at the State 
Printing Office. 
It is a work of 282 pages, 
and contains m uch of interest to members 
of the National Guard. 
According to the 
report the National Guard of this State now 
consist of thirty-six companies of infantry, 
eleven 
companies 
of 
artillery, armed, 
equipped and drilled as infantry, two light 
batteries of artillery, one cavalry company 
aqd four cadet companies—fifty full com- 
paTiies and four cadet companies organized 
into seven regiments and four unattached 
companies, six brigades and one division. 
During the period covered by the report, 
there has been no company mustered out of 
the State service, but there has been a com­ 
plete change in the general officers. 
The 
report contains m any valuable suggestions 
and recommendations for the im provem ent 
of the service. 


R eg istra tio n . 
County Clerk H am ilton gives notice to 
all persons who have changed their place of 
residence since their names were put upon 
the new Great Register, that they m ust call 
and give their present residence in order 
that their nam es m ay appear in the proper 
precinct register. 
The Board of Supervis­ 
ors have ordered the precinct registers and 
voters m ust see to it that their places of resi­ 
dence are properly given, so that their 
nam es will appear on the register of the 
precinct in which they expect to vote. 


H onorably A cquitted. 
D. J . W illiams, the sewing m achine 
agent, arrested in this city abont a m onth 
ago and taken to A uburn, Placer county, 
on a charge of obtaining m oney by false 
pretenses, had his trial on Tuesday last. 
Before half of the witnesses had been ex­ 
am ined the District A ttorney requested 
J udge Myers to instruct the jury to acquit, 
as there was not the slightest evidence of 
guilt in the testimonv. The Judge so in ­ 
structed the jury, and a verdict of acquittal 
was rendered. 


T h u n d er B o lt.- 
D uring the thunder-storm last Saturday, 
lightning struck a gatepost, and a cabin 
occupied by Chinese, on the ranch of J . M. 
Stephenson, in the Pearson district. Nc* 
one was injared, but the heathens were 
badlv frightened. 
Lightning also struck 
near the barn of H enry Keema, four miles 
south of Franklin, knocking Mr. Keema 
down, and killing a horse and fpur head of 
cattle. 
The rancher was considerably 
shocked but not seriously injured.

The Signal Service tem perature yesterday

Schlumber’s Jolly Time. 
The calendar in the Police Court yester­ 
day was a lengthy one, and a num ber of 
the caaes were of a character to afford 
am usem ent to the large audience assembled. 
The disgusting details of crime, the expo­ 
sition of hum an weakness and degrada­ 
tion, and the recitals of the follies of the 
country youth who comes into the city to 
“take in the fair,” etc., are alike palatable 
to the crowd which fills Judge Buckley’s 
tem ple of justice every morning. It had 
several such morsels yesterday morning, 
and its hilarity had to b e checked several 
times. 
The calendar contained the nam e of 
Mary Roe, and a middle-aged woman stood 
up to answer to the charge of having been 
drunk. She said she came here from Vac­ 
aville, and wandered about the city until 
she was thoroughly exhausted and took 
some stim ulants to give her strength. She 
was pleading with the Judge for permission 
to be allowed to go back to Vacaville when 
a happy thought struck her. and she ex­ 
claimed : “I never knew a bad m an of your 
nam e in m y life. My nam e is Buckley, 
too.” 
She was allowed to go, and as she passed 
out of the Court-room sire turned and said, 
“God bless you, B uckley!" 
The case of Maurice O'Connor, charged 
w ith assault w ith intent to commit murder, 
was the next one called. Ex-City Attorney 
H art appeared as counsel for the defendant. 
O'Connor is the m an who took a shot at 
“ Big Neck” Sm ith and bit Billy Miles. 
No complaint was on file and on motion of 
Mr. H art the case was continued until 
Thursday. 
B. Wolf, a hack driver, was charged with 
a misdemeanor in refusing to obey the in­ 
structions given him by special officer 
Eldred, when the latter was on duty at the 
gate at Agricultural Park a week ago last 
Saturday. The prosecution was not ready 
to proceed, as their witnesses had not yet 
been subpenaed. 
Ed. Short appeared for

The com plaining witness, Frank 
Schlumbers, was the only witness exam ­ 
ined. 
He said he come to the citv from 
Nicolaus last W ednesday w ith a load of 
wool. H e had considerable money and 
wanted to take in the town. H e "visited 
the defendant on W ednesday, Thursday 
and Saturday nights at her place on Second 
street. 
W hen he went there Saturday 
night he had about $160, and w hen he got 
up in the m orning it had all disappeared 
and so had Miss Hayward. 
H e went out 
and found officers Agner and Eldred and 
they w ent with him and found the fair 
and frail Mamie. W hen asked about the 
m oney she said : “ W hy, Frank, you know 
I have got your money. You gave it to 
me to keep for you,” and she handed over 
his pocketbook with $120 in it. 
On cross-examination Schlum ber adm it­ 
ted that he had spent a great deal of his 
tim e in the company of the defendant 
since he came to the city, that he “liked 
her better than any other lady he had 
seen” since he came and that he did not 
know but he had given her the money to 
keep for him .

WATER. 


N eed for L arger M aius an d N o N eed for 
N ew P u m p s. 
E ds. R ecoep-Un io n: Some weeks since 
I sent a comm unication to your paper in 
recard to the city water stipply. Since 
then I have devoted considerable time to 
investigating the subject and propose to 
state some of the conclusions at which I 
have arrived. I shall at this time assume 
that the weekly reports of the Chief E n­ 
gineer, as to the am ount of water pumped 
weekly, are correct, and upon that basis 
m ake my deductions. 
F irst—The two pumps now in use have 
a sufficient capacity to furnish a very liberal 
supply of water for sixty thousand in­ 
habitants. 
Second—Our distributing pipes have not 
a sufficient size to distribute economically 
one-fmirth the water that is forced through 
them in the evening from 5 to 8 o’clock, 
when irrigating freely, or one-half the 
quantity which is forced through them 
during the daytiine for ordinary domestic 
tlse. 
Third—The W ater W orks are consuming 
a m uch larger am ount of fuel forcing the 
water through the sm all pipes than would 
be required with mains of the proper size. 
F ourth—An additional pum p with a ten

Fifth—By enlarging the mains we could 
greatly increase the am ount of water; we 
would equalize the pressure, m ake a better 
supply of water for the eastern party of the 
city and a m uch better supply for the fire 
engines in case of fire; take oil the great 
strain which is put on the present pumps, 
especially iij tim e of fire, and also the heavv 
strain which is put on the pipes in the 
vicinity of the pumps. 
Sixth—Enlarging the m ain from 
the 
W ater W orks to N inth street, and m aking 
a proper connection between the pnmps 
and the reservoir, would perhaps be suffi­ 
cient enlargement for a year or two. This 
could be done with excellent steel pipes at 
a cost of $15.000 or $20,000. At $20,000 the 
pipes m ight be made of extra heavy steel 
and last a century. 
W ithin the reasonable lim its of a news­ 
paper article I cannot state the facts or give 
the line of reasoning by which I arrive at 
these conclusions. But I can, I think, 
demonstrate their truths to any committee 
of intelligent gentlemen that may be ap­ 
pointed to investigate this matter.

death on a m arble slab at the morgue, dis­ 
honored, a sham e to her sex and a disgrace 
to her parentage. W ho was to blame for 
her dishonor, her untim ely death, the dis­ 
grace she lias brought upon herself and 
fam ily?

Josie Buckley died at the Receiving Hospital 
at 3 a. m. Sunday m orning. She is only 
one of the m any hundreds who have gone 
down to an untim ely and dishonored grave 
through the m achinations of wicked wo­ 
men and designing men. 
Coroner Clark held an inquest on her re­ 
m ains last evening. The corpse was lving 
in the adjoining room, and all who looked 
upon that pale and upturned face could not 
help but feel a keen sense of pity for the 
young life, sacrificed, as this surely was. 
Beautiful features, an intelligent face, curly 
locks of raven hair, an expression of more 
than ordinary intelligence, no one looked 
upon it w ithout saying, “How can such a 
crime be perm itted iu a civilized com m un­ 
ity. Is there do law that can reach the 
procures?, that can punish the seducer, that 
can imprison the lover, that can place be­ 
yond power to do harm the friend that, 
after robbing of virtue can induce the con­ 
traction of that habit worse than death—the 
use of m orphine and opium .” 
After the ju ry had viewed the rem ains- 
they repaired to the Coroner’s office and 
the following evidence was taken : 
THE EVIDENCE. 
Carrie Stein, the keeper of a notorious 
brothel, was the first witness. She sa id : 
I keep a saloon on L street, near Fourth. 
I know deceased. 
H er nam e is Josie 
Buckley. She was born in San Francisco, 
and is 22 years of age. The last time I 
saw her alive was on Thursday last about 1 
o’clock. She had been with me about four 
m onths and a half. She left me Sunday, 
September 9th, about 2 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. W e had no words, and she was in 
good spirits. She was a heavy user of 
morphine, and had been using it about 
eight m onths. She always had her lover 
inject it in liquid form into her arm . W hen 
I tried to break her of the habit she com­ 
menced drinking. She drank quite hard, 
but to m y knowledge she was never under 
the influence ofliquor but on one occasion, 
and that was when she tried to break off 
from using m orphine. H er folks reside in 
San Francisco. 
A lbert Stinson, being sworn, said he was 
a saloon-keeper and ran the “Red Light,” 
on Second street, between K and L. I 
know the deceased. She had been at my 
saloon about one week. She was a heavy 
drinker. I was getting ready for a dance at 
m y place Sunday night when one of the 
girls told m e Josie was sick in one of the 
rooms. 
I went in and found her lying on 
the bed senseless. 
I went out and found 
officer Dunlevv, who took her away. 
I did 
not know she used m orphine. She seemed 
to be lively and in good spirits all the tim e 
she was at m y saloon. 
R. W. Dunlevy, being duly sworn, said: 
I am a special police officer. 
I did not 
know deceased. Saturday, between 8 and 9 
p. m., a young m an said he wanted me at 
the “Red Light” saloon. 
I went there 
and found that a young woman had in ­ 
jected m orphine into her arm and was in­ 
sensible. I got a carriage and took her to 
the Receiving H ospital and notified the 
City Physician, who im m eliately took 
charge of the case. 
The Coroner then read the following cer­ 
tificate from Dr. Jam es H . Parkinson, the 
City Physician : 
“ I hereby certify that I saw the deceased, 
Lizzie • H aley ’ or'Tosie Buckley, at the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital at 10 p. m., September 15th. 
She was comatose, and appeared to be 
suffering from an overdose of opium . She 
never became conscious while at the hos­ 
pital, and died about 3 a. m. of the 10th 
inst.” 
The jury brought in a verdict in accord­ 
ance w ith the above testimony, and said 
they found that death was caused by an 
overdose of m orphine, and that deceased 
was an habitual user of that drug.

THE COTTONY CUSHION SCALE. 
W. G. Klee, State Inspector of F ruit 
Pests, in a letter to Mayor Gregory, says :

glad to learn that softie action will 
be 
taken in the m atter of suppressing it. 
I 
have continually called atten tio n * to its 
danger in Sacramento, but so far iny advice 
met with no attention. The two be»t rem ­ 
edies I know of are the rosin solution, of 
which I give receipts inclosed, and the 
other is the gas process, but the latter re­ 
quires m uch outlay. I think 1 can do no 
better than to come up next week and in­ 
struct the person you may select for the 
work.” 
Mayor Gregory said he had an interview 
w ith Mr. Klee on Friday last in regard to 
the cottony cushion scale, which seems to 
have got a firm hold on the shrubbery and 
fruit trees in the northern portion of the 
city. 
Mr. Klee informed him that unless 
the scale was exterm inated im mediately, in 
less than two years the shrubbery of the 
city would be destroyed. 
Badlv infectad 
orange and acacia trees he said should be 
destroyed. The Mayor and Mr. Klee will 
go about the city to-day on a tour of inspec­ 
tion. 
The Board decided to order the tax levy 
for the fire departm ent, as ordered by Judge 
Armstrong.

In addition to the awards of the State' 
A gricultural Society, heretofore published, 
the following were made: 
Stanton, Thom pson A Co., dynam om e­ 
ter, $5; chilled plow, $5; vineyard plow, 
$5. Burge & Donahue, sulky "plow, $10; 
stubble plow, $5. Trum an, Hooker & Co., 
steel plow, $5; one-horse plow, $5. Benicia 
A gricultural Works, gang plow, $25; side 
hill plow, $5; plow for all purposes, $5. 
Baker & H am ilton, sod plow, $5. 
Financial Secretary, John S. Miller, was 
busily engaged all day yesterday paying 
the cash prem ium s to the successful exhib­ 
itors. 
The total receipts of the fair, not includ­ 
ing life memberships sold, was $25,766 75. 
This is $2,560 in exceSs of the receipts of 
1886, and $3,848 less than those of last 
year. It is estimated that the rain of F ri­ 
day night, which kept thousands from the 
Pavilion, and of Saturday, which prevented 
racing on that day, cut the receipts sort 
fully $7,000. 
K illip & Co. paid the Society $6,878 15 
for eight day’s pool selling. 
Mrs. Ober of San Francisco, and not of 
Sacramento, won the gold medal in the 
Third Departm ent. 
In the Colusa exhibit was an article en­ 
tered in the miscellaneous class that the 
exhibitor believes was, by inadvertauce, 
overlooked bo the Committee on Awards 
'for such articles. It was a fladv’s sum m er 
wrap, made by Mrs. Eunice Tpylor Karl, 
of Leesviile, Colusa county, from" tbe fleece 
of Angora goats from the flocks of T. H. 
H arlan, who exhibited the shawl to illus­ 
trate w hat beautiful fabrics can be made 
from the fleece of the Angora. 
Mr. H arlan 
had at the Park a large num ber of Angora 
goats, with their fleeces and mats and other 
articles of m ohair. The crocheted shawl 
or wrap was certainly a beautiful and deli­ 
cate piece of work, and deserved recogni­ 
tion. The finest silk could scarcely be 
m ade into a sim ilar garm ent of greater 
beauty or delicacy. 
Mrs. H arl prepared a 
large part of the threads from the fleece 
herself.; 
It will be remembered that on the open­ 
ing of the State Fair of 1887 in certain 
quarters attem pts were made to create ex­ 
citement and enkindle discontent by de­ 
nouncing the new ticket system adopted 
by the State Board of Agriculture. The 
complaints made concerning the system by 
our evening contemporary were vitupera­ 
tive, persistent and bitter. The scheme 
was denounced in unmeasured terms. The 
Boaal, however, having thoroughly ad­ 
vised itself by the experience of other 
boards and its oYn, adhered to the system 
which the antagonistic influences declared 
was unjust and never could succeed.
